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REMARKS 

Continued examination pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 14 is requested on the basis of this 
submission pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.111 and payment of the required fee. Entry of the 
foregoing and further and favorable consideration of the subject application in light of the 
following remarks, pursuant to and consistent with 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 14, are respectfully 
requested. 

The subject application was filed on December 12, 2003. Priority was claimed to 
Provisional Application No. 60/432,674 in the transmittal document, which identified the 
application as a C.I.P. of Application No. 60/432,674 and in the Declaration and Power of 
Attorney filed on August 16, 2004. 

The claim to priority was noted by the United States Patent and Trademark Office in 
the Official Filing Receipt mailed August 11, 2004. 

Where, as in this case, a claim for priority is not included in the first sentence of the 
specification or in an ADS under 37 C.F.R. § 1.78, but does appear either in the Oath or 
Declaration or a transmittal letter filed with the application and the Office notes the claim for 
priority, no petition is required accept a late claim for priority. See, M.P.E.P. § 
201.1 1(III)(D) and 66 FR 67087. 

By the present amendment, a first sentence is inserted in the specification to contain 
the appropriate cross-reference and claim to priority. A supplemental data sheet is also 
submitted which contains this and other data regarding the application. No new matter has 
been added.
